Apart  from  the  heavy  measles  epidemic  of  the  late  Spring 
and  early  Summer  the  only  important  matter  was  the  continued 
occasional  recognition  of  infect ive  ,jaund ice,  affecting  mainly  school 
children  and  adolescents,  with  a  quarterly  distribution  9  -  1  -  5  -  2 
indicating  a  slow  decline  over  the  year.  There  has  been  no  report  of 
serious  complications  or  sequelae  in  the  notified  cases. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Against  smallpox,  efforts  continue  directed  towards  securing 
primary  vaccination  of  infants  during  the  second  year  of  life.  After 
the  fall  in  vaccinations  caused  by  the  change  in  the  recommended  age, 
recorded  acceptances  in  North  Hertfordshire  have  now  risen  to  a  ratio 
of  nearly  60 ^  of  annual  live  births.  Such  ratio  is  of  course  well 
below  the  figure  of  over  80^  for  children  receiving  oral  anti-polio¬ 
myelitis  vaccine  or  TRIPLE  vaccine,  both  offered  in  the  first  year  of 
life.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  (continued) 


Combined  immunisation  against  d iptheria ,  whooping  cough, 
and  tetanus  continues  unchanged  in  the  form  of  three  separate 
injections  of  TRIPLE  vaccine  from  the  age  of  three  months,.  An 
additional  (fourth)  ’’booster5  dose  is  delayed  to  around  18  months. 

Total  returns  show  an  acceptance  rate  well  above  80  per  cento  An 
additional  'booster8  dose  is  offered  at  the  age  of  infant  school 
entry,  omitting  the  whooping  cough  fraction  which  when  repeated 
after  such  interval  is  found  to  cause  occasional  reactions. 

Oral  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis,  sandwiched  in  time 
between  the  third  and  fourth  doses  of  the  triple  vaccine  course, 
continues  to  have  an  equally  high  acceptance  rate.  A  'booster 8 
dose  is  offered  of  such  oral  vaccine  around  time  of  infant  school 
entry,  while  a  further  booster  dose  is  likely  to  be  offered  to  the 
susceptible  population  of  an  area  where  any  future  outbreak  should 
be  confirmed o 

Protection  against  tuberculosis  by  B.C.G.  vaccine  continues 
to  be  offered  to  13  +  year  old  scholars,  with  an  acceptance  rate 
around  80%.  Since  the  commencement  of  such  scheme  in  1957  it  is  of 
interest  that  the  percentage  of  positive  reactors  to  the  HEAP  (tuber¬ 
culin)  Test  has  fallen  steadily  from  over  18  per  cent  to  3°5  per  cent 
this  last  year In  part  this  is  due  to  the  great  reduction  in  the 
numbers  of  open  (infective)  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  the 
population  but  the  other  factor  must  have  been  the  widespread  adoption 
of  pasteurisation  of  milk  over  the  last  10-20  years.  The  latter 
factor  is  almost  certainly  responsible  for  the  spectacular  decline 
in  the  incidence  of  surgical  tuberculosis  (of  glands,  bones  and  joints) 
formerly  common  among  children. 


Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year 
or  any  cases  of  enteric  illness  reported.

The  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  provide  the  supplies  of  piped 
water  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  with  the  exception  of  the 
properties  on  the  Burloes  Estate*  The  properties  at  Burloes  have  a 
private  piped  supply  of  high  quality. 

The  Water  Company  has  reported  upon  bacteriological  and 
chemical  samples  of  water  taken  during  the  year.  In  all  cases  the 
results  show  the  water  to  be  of  excellent  quality  and  high  bacterio¬ 
logical  purity.

Swimming  Pool 

One  privately  owned  open  air  swimming  pool  exists  in  the 
district  providing  a  very  popular  amenity  during  the  summer  months. 
A  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  is  installed  and  the 
water  is  maintained  at  a  high  standard  of  purity  with  the  chlorine 
at  a  proper  level.  Samples  of  water  are  regularly  taken  and  give 
excellent  results* 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


Improvements  in  the  pre-treatment  plant  have  been  carried  out 
by  the  firm  discharging  the  major  trade  effluent  into  the  sewers.  This 
has  resulted  in  the  almost  total  removal  of  the  offensive  solids  but  not 
the  metals  in  the  solution.  The  sludge  drying  has  been  much  improved 
due  to  this  and  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  Sludge  Beds, 

The  preparation  of  the  draft  scheme  for  the  new  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  has  been  postponed  pending  a  decision  on  the  future  expansion  of 
Roys ton.  Forty- three  new  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  were  connected 
to  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the 
number  of  houses  drained  by  cesspools  or  septic  tanks* 

During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  purchase  approximately 
llj  acres  of  land  at  the  Pond  to  provide  additional  irrigation  beds  and 
four  of  these  were  constructed  but  have  not  yet  been  brought  into  operation 
due  to  the  delay  in  the  supply  of  control  valves.  It  is  hoped  to  com¬ 
pletely  reorganise  the  whole  of  the  irrigation  system  during  1966* 

Refuse  Collection 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the  year 
amounted  to  £5300  net.  There  was  no  difficulty  in  maintaining  the  once 
weekly  collection  and  no  changes  to  the  incentive  bonus  scheme. 

The  tip  was  maintained  to  a  reasonable  standard  and  tipping 
controlled  to  a  required  level*  Regular  baiting  and  poisoning  treatment 
against  rat  infestation  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Housing 

Twelve  flats  were  erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year* 

Forty-four  new  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise* 

No  requisitioned  property  is  held  by  the  Council, 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Standard  Grants 

1965  saw  a  variation  in  the  procedure  for  standard  grants 
allowing  the  cost  of  certain  additional  works  to  rank  for  grant  when 
installing  the  standard  amenities.  Half  the  cost  to  a  prescribed  maxi¬ 
mum  is  now  allowed  towards  building  a  new  structure  or  converting  an 
outbuilding  if  it  is  not  practicable  to  provide  the  bathroom  in  any 
other  way.  Also  a  higher  amount  is  allowed  where  the  proposal  includes 
the  provision  of  septic  tank  drainage  or  where  a  water  supply  is  brought 
into  the  house  for  the  first  time*  That  owners  have  taken  advantage  of^ 
this  provision  can  be  seen  from  the  larger  amount  paid  in  grants  for  1965* 
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Discretionary  Grants 


There  were  only  two  applications  for  discretionary  grants  during 
the  year  "both  being  approved  involving  a  total  of  £225*

The  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) Regulations 
i960  apply  in  part  to  the  stalls  and  to  the  food  handlers  at  the 
stalls*  It  is  the  aim  to  secure  as  high  a  standard  of  food  handling 
at  maiket  stalls  and  mobile  vans  as  is  insisted  upon  in  noimal  retail 
shops* 


Premises  Registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1953 

No  premises  in  the  District  are  registered  for  the 
Preservation  Pickling  or  Potting  of  Meat  or  the  manufacture  of 
sausages. 

There  are  fifteen  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  excluding  Cafes,  and  in  all  cases  it  is  of  the  prepacked 
variety  manufactured  by  the  nationally  known  firms. 


Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations 

•The  Local  Authority  is  concerned  with  the  handling  of  milk, 
its  treatment  and  distribution  from  premises  other  than  Dairy  Farms. 

Two  milk  distributors  operate  within  the  Urban  District  and 
there  are  a  number  of  producers  none  of  whom  retail  their  own  milk  in 
the  District* 

Sampling  of  milk  for  compositional  and  bacteriological 
quality  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 
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Meat 


There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  and  any 
local  butcher  wishing  to  slaughter  animals  for  sale  has  the 
facilities  provided  by  an  adjoining  Authority. 

No  slaughterhouse  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  to 
local  butchers. 

Meat  and  fish  inspections  are  carried  out  as  and  when 
necessary  in  local  shops. 


Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  on  the  enforcement 
of  the  Regulations  in  all  food  premises  and  although  a  number  of 
infringements  are  noted  they  are  mostly  due  to  forgetfulness  on  the 
part  of  the  persons  concerned  rather  than  a  blatant  disregard  of  the 
Regulations.  It  is  by  a  continual  process  of  education  on  every 
visit  to  a  food  premise  that  hygienic  habits  will  become  second 
nature  to  all  concerned. 

No  certificates  of  exemption  are  in  force  in  the  district 
and  all  premises  required  to  comply  with  Regulation  1 6  (Wash  hand 
basins)  and  19  (sinks)  do  so. 


Food  complaints  and  unfit  food 

There  have  been  very  few  complaints  during  the  year  regarding 
food  and  one  hopes  that  this  is  due  to  a  very  high  quality  of  product 
and  preparation  and  storage  rather  than  to  the  National  unwillingness 
to  complain.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  Local  Authority  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  with  regard  to  unsound  food  and 
in  the  majority  of  cases  it  is  only  by  complaints  from  members  of  the 
public  that  the  sale  of  unsound  food  can  be  controlled. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  following  articles  of  food 
were  inspected  in  local  shops  and  voluntarily  surrendered  as  being 
unfit .
